WASHINGTON—(?)—The Su- 
preme Court is expected to an- 
nounce today its first ruling of the 
new term in a case affecting con- 
stitutionality of the House Com- 
mittee on un-American activities. 

The Court has been asked to 
back down from a position taken 
last June. It refused then to re- 
view contempt of Congress con- 

ctions of 11 members of the 
Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Com- 

"The eleven were charged with 
withholding books and records 
which had been subpoenaed by 
the House Committee. The Jus- 
tice Department, opposing a Su- 
preme Court review, said the 
House Committee had information 
that the refugee group was either 
a Communist or a Communist- 
front organization. : 

After the High Court’s June re 
fusal, the 11 returned with a new 
petition. They insisted that a re- 
view should be granted at once on 
the ground that “the issue of the 
constitutionality of the House 


Committee is directly and not re-| 


motely raised by the facts in this 
case.” 

Eight. Justices considered the 
new plea in closed conferences last 
week. Justice Murphy was ebsent 
while taking medical treatments in 
Michigan. The decision reached by 
the eight on the new petition likely 
will be included in Monday’s an- 
nouncement of reviews granted or 
denied in about 400 cases. 

The refugee group emphasized 
in its second petition that a final 
refusal to review the case means 
that the eleven persons will go to 
prison. Dr. Edward K. Barsky, the 
greup’s chairman, was sentenced 
to six months and fined $500. The 
other 10 got terms of three months 
and fines of $500 each. All are 
New York residents. 

The eleven reminded the Su- 
preme Court that Film Writer 
John Howard Lawson last Monday 
asked that his conviction of con- 
tempt of Congress be thrown out. 
Lawson got a year and $1,000 fine 
for refusing to tell the House com- 
mittee whether he was a Commu- 
nist. Action on Lawson’s petition 
probably will not be taken for sev- 
eral weeks. 


The refugee group pleaded with 
the Justices that: 

“If argument before this court 
upon the constitutionality of the 
power of the House committee to 
compel testimony is imminent as a 
consequence of the Lawson case, 
the petitioners pray that they not 
bé committed to prison for con- 
tempt of the House. committee 
without an opportunity to be heard 
upon such argument and without 
an opportunity to benefit from the 
real possibility that this Court may 
ultimately determine that the 
House committee is unconstitu- 
tional.” 

The Court’s first refusal to con- 
sider the group’s case was*by a 
unanimous vote. By a vote of 6 
to 3 the Court last term twice re- 
fused to review the contempt con- 
viction o- Leon Josephson, a Tren- 
ton, N. J., attorney who refuse“ to 
testify before a subcommittee of 
the House un-American Commit- 
tee. Josephson got a year in jail 
and $1,000 fine. Justices Murphy, 
Douglas and Rutledge voted for 
hearing Josephson’s arguments. 

Gerhard Eisler, described by the 
House committee as the “United 
States’ No. 1 Communist,” also has 
asked the Supreme Court to throw 
out his contempt of Congress con- 
viction.

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Education and Farming 


Almost without exception, the 146 
Georgians aboard the Better Farms Spe- 
cial were more impressed with what they 
saw at the University of Hlinois than with 
any other single feature of the trip. 


And well they might have been. 


For the University of Illinois is a 
classic example of agricultural education 


and farm prosperity going hand-in-hand. 


It has long been recognized as one of two 
leading university research centers in 
agriculture in the nation and—what’s 
most importante-this recognition comes 
not alone from the various accrediting 
agencies, but also from the average IIli- 
nois farmer. The result is that he takes 
advantage of the many services which the 
university and the extension service pro- 
vide, relying on them for assistance 
throughout the year. 


Illinois was early in the field of agri- 
cultural research. Over the years a mag- 
nificent program has been developed. 
And over those same years, a good job 
of selling has been done. Thus, small 
farmers look with confidence to the teach- 
ings of the university and, as a result of 
this reeognition of its worth, ample funds 
annually are provided to carry on pro- 
grams of research which in time result in 


increased profits in practical farming 
operations. 

Georgia’s agricultural research pro- 
gram is ever strapped for funds. Even so, 
it provides at least a portion of such serv- 
ices as the farmers of Illinois use to such 
good advantage. But Georgia farmers, 
suspicious of “impractical theorists,” fail 
to utilize to the fullest such facilities as 
are available. 

Indeed, a number of those on the trip 
were impressed with the soil analysis 
service which virtually every farmer in 
Illinois uses constantly. “We ought to 
have something like that in Georgia,” de- 


‘elared several, only to be told that such 


analyses are available, without cost, at 
the several extension service centers over 
the State.

Hamlet---the Best 
Film in Our Time 


I think the movie “Hamlet,” with Lawrence 

? Olivier, is the best film drama I have ever seen, 

ri Until I saw it, I thought that the amazing “Henry 

Vv” was the best. It dwelt with action. It produced that marvelous 

action scene of the British Yoemen letting loose their flights of 

arrows, their long bows twanging, to rout the French at Agincourt. 

It gave us King Henry talking to his troops, charges by mounted 

knights, the decadence of the French ruling clans and many scenes 
of beauty. 

This picture is confined to the castle at Elsinore.’ It is not action 
in war. It attempts to go (and succeeds) into a man’s mind. Here 
is the play of “Hamlet” as Shakespeare meant it to be. It is 
cut, of, course, but still runs two and a half hours. Rosencrantz 
and ” ane aaadaeaic two windy and unnecessary fellows, are elimi- 
nated. 


f+ But for me, who used to haunt the houses where 
Magnificent Robert Mantell, Fritz Leiber and John Barrymore 
played Shakespeare, and especially ‘‘Hamlet,” the cutting serves 
greatly to clarify the play. I liked Fritz Leiber’s “Hamlet” bet- 
ter than any I ever saw. That was on the stage. Barrymore was 
wonderful, but he never got inside the lines. Olivier is proving— 
has proved—that the film is the best medium for Shakespeare. 
The irresolution of Hamlet is difficult, and almost incompre- 
hensible. This irresolution has produced a whole cult of profes- 
sors (and I honor the profession), whose members gre barnacles 
on the good ship of English literature. They write long tomes 
about whether Shakespeare meant, by the soliloquy, “To be or not 


to be,” to imply suicide. 
Worker He never did. He used it to show Hamlet’s fugitive, 
irresolute mind. The old boy was just a hard-working 
playwright, with a genius for words and people and situations. 
He borrowed plots wnere he Jiked and he turned out the work be- 
cause he needed the money. He was no philosopher giving much 
thought to each scliloquy for the purpose of providing essay .inspi- 
rations for the cult of barnacle professors in the centuries to come. 
Hamlet was a boy with a heavy mama and a slightly lesser papa, 
complex, who went off to school rather than face up to court life; 
who was shocked by his father’s death, and by mama’s libido; who 
couldn’t make up his mind to ignore his troubles, to face them or 
to kill himself. He was a neurotic and was, of course, never really 
mad, but often tied helplessly into knots of frustration and fretting, 
self-accusing inaction.

Had there been a doctor 
to give her a couple of sedative tablets and knock her out for about 
24 hours, she would have come around, and not drowned in the 
brook. Both she and Hamlet were born for tragedy. 
Well, anyhow—this “Hamlet” by Olivier is. to

used to carry spears, appear as member of the castle staff, have 
made off-stage noises, and have appeared as messenger in Macbeth. 
I never missed one, 

This is a picture no person pretending even to interest in litera- 
ture, drama or just an interest in entertainment will want to miss.

Any answer to that, of course, also must be 
speculative, but it is possible to draw some de- 
ductions from the temper of the country as this 
reporter sensed it, or thought he sensed it, on a 
recent transcontinental tour—out to the Pacific 
Coast on President Truman’s special train and 
back on that of Gov.

There seem to be two prevailing worries of 
the people today. Judging from the emphasis

The Facts Behind the Berlin Crisis 


(This is the fourth of five articles on the Berlin crisis, based in part on the secret diplomatic 
documents just published by the State Department.) 


The three Western Governments had appealed to Stalin to lift the blockade; then they had tried, 


and failed, to work out an agreement with Molotov in weary meetings that dragged on all through | 


the first half of August. Now they felt the time had come to go back to Stalin with a series of ques- 
tions. Molotov’s position on a number of crucial poinis had seemed to contradict what Stalin had 
said on Aug. 2, when he first saw the three Western envoys in Moscow. On Aug. 23, when Stalin 
received the Westerners for the second time, American Ambassador Bedell Smith tried to get clear 


and definite answers on two points. 

The first was this: Was Stalin willing to lift 
the blockade completely? Or was he willing only 
to lift those restrictions that had been imposed 
after June 18, thus leaving the earlier blockade 
measures of April and May in full force? 


Molotov, who of course was present, said 
the Soviet Goverriment would lift only the re- 
strictions imposed after June 18. When the 
three envoys objected (according to the State

plans, although he had said he would not make 
delay a condition of lifting the Berlin blockade. 
What he wanted now was a formal “indi- 
cation” to the public that the plans would be 
postponed.

There had been restrictions, and serious ones, 
before June 18—among them the inspection of 
every passenger and every piece of baggage, the 
licensing of every barge-load of freight and the 
closing of the automobile highway for bridge 
“repairs.” The Westerners thought Stalin’s assur- 
ance was good, and they went on to the second 
point in dispute: the Berlin currency. 

How did Stalin propose to have the four 
powers control the money to be circulated in 
Berlin? He answered that the same kind of cur- 
rency would circulate in Berlin as in the wider 
Soviet zone of Germany outside the city. The 
Soviet-zone bank that printed and issued the 
money, he said, would have to control its use in 
Berlin and in the Soviet zone alike; but—and 
this was important to the Westerners—a financial 
committee representing the four powers would 
work out arrangements for controlling the cur- 
rency “and would supervise what the bank was 
doing.” 

This again was satisfactory to the Western 
envoys. They were willing to have Soviet-zone 
money used in Berlin, but they insisted on some 
four-power arrangements that would prevent the 
Russians from printing unlimited quantities, from 
Berlin with uncontrolled paper money, 
from buying up enterprises in the Western sectors 
and disrupting the economic life of the city. 

Stalin, in turn, now’ asked for assurance on 
the one point that bothered, him more than any 
other: namely, the Western Allies’ plans made in 
London in the Spring, for setting up a West Ger- 
man state. 

The German politicians in the Western zones 
were about to meet at Bonn on the Rhine on 
Sept. 1 to start writing a West German constitu-

The ballot for the Nov. 2 election, we have 
been advised, will be on a sheet 17 by 20 inches.

Ambassador Smith was doubtful; he thought 
it would look like a condition imposed .on the 
West. The three envoys gave no commitment to 
Stalin on this point beyond saying that they 
would consult their governments and let him 
know. 

The Western Allies had not always seen eye 
to eye on the formation of a West German state. 
The French, for example, had never liked the 
idea; they had agreed to it in London with great 
reluctance and distaste, and they would not have 
shed tears if it had been postponed. Now Wash- 
ington, London and Paris set out to see how far 
all three governments could go to satisfy Stalin. 

The answer, as Smith got it from Washington, 
was just about what he had told Stalin at the 
iirst meeting on Aug. 2. The Western govern- 
ments were immovable. They would not ‘refuse 
to discuss the German political problem with the 
Russians at some future time. But they would 
not tie their hands now, nor would they alter the 
London decisions as part of the present discus- 
sions over Berlin. 

They would be willing to announce publicly 
that they still wanted a four-power agreement 
setting up a government for all of Germany, and 
would “make a sincere endeavor” to find out 
whether there was a “real prospect” of such 
agreement. In any case, the three governments 
repeated, the process of constitution-making in 
Western Germany would not stand in the way of 
a later agreement with the Russians. 

Meanwhile, on the basis of what had been said 
by Stalin, the three envoys and Molotov agreed 
at last on Aug. 27 on the wording of instructions 
to be sent to the four commanders in Berlin. 

The instructions were brief. They provided 
that the following steps be taken simultaneously 
“subject to agreement being reached among the 
four military governors for their practical imple- 
mentation”: 


(1) Restrictions were to be lifted from 
communications, transport and commerce be- 
tween Berlin and the Western zones and to and 
from the Soviet zone of Germany; and 
(2) The German currency of the Soviet 
zone was to be substituted for the Western cur- 
, rency in Berlin; the Soviet-zone bank that 
issued the money was to regulate its circulation 
within the city, but a financial commission 
representing the four military governors was 
to be set up to prevent abuses. 


Even this last agreement was not easy, in 
spite of ‘the weeks of work that had gone into it. 
The Westerners reported home that they found 
Molotov and his aides “less pleasant” than before. 

It had been planned to issue a public an- 
nouncement when the instructions were finally 
sent to the military commanders; but Molotov 
now wanted to include a sentence which would, 
in effect, have delayed the forming of a West 
German state. There was a wrangle over this 
point, with the result that the four men could 
not agree on the wording of any public announce- 
ment at all. 

Not only was Molotov more truculent, but the 
news from Berlin was ominous. On Aug. 27, the 
very day when the instructions were agreed upon 
in Moscow, a mob of 4,000 German Communists 
invaded the Berlin city hall in the Soviet scctor, 
and took possession of the chamber where the 
non-Communist city council had been meeting. 

The German Police of the Soviet sector, al- 
ways subject to Soviet orders, looked on but 
did not interfere. The next day a smaller 
crowd returned, and a Communist councilman 
let them in. The city council was unable to 
function in its own building. 

In Moscow the three envoys suggested ~- to 
Molotov that he tell his military governor to 
keep a peaceful atmosphere for the coming talks 
in Berlin. Molotov snapped back that his mili- 
tary governor did not need such an order. The 
agreed “directive” to the four military governors 
finally left Moscow at midnight on Aug. 30, with 
a deadline requiring a report by Sept. 7. 

The disputed points about the blockade seemed 
to have been settled in principle. Now it was 
up to the four military men to work out the 
details within a week. But the Western govern- 
ments were uneasy. 

Molotov’s changed manner, and the continuing 
disorders in Berlin, had made them suspicious 
of a last-minute hitch. It was not long before 
their suspicions were dramatically confirmed.

Every Tuesday night fencing 
classes are held in the gymnasi- 
um under the direction of Miss 
Jane Tombaugh, instructor in 
physical education, and the 
sounds that issue from the gym 
are indicative of a major me- 
dieval combat.

On the social side, fencing 
also makes a definite contribu- 
tion in that it develops self con- 
fidence, grace, poise, courage 
and a certain individualism.

Thus it Is easy to see why 
Wesleyan students have taken 
sword in hand to engage in 
“armed combat” every Tu 
night. They are not merely 
learning the “manly art of self- 
defense,” but also the “womanly 
art of self-defense, which is not 
merely a matter of muscle, as 
any woman can tell you!
